REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is directed to recombinant polypeptides and compositions 
comprising a sequence that is at least 95% identical to the full length of the mature 
polypeptide region of SEQ ID NO: 8 as well as a sequence that is at least 95% identical 
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to the full length of the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 8. The prior art does not disclose the 
recited recombinant polypeptides or compositions as they are claimed in the instant 
invention. The 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph rejection for claims 184 and 188, mailed 
4/28/05, regarding a lack of antecedent basis was removed once "isolated or" was deleted 
from these claims. All the other rejections in the office action, mailed 4/28/05, were 
removed by canceling the rejected claims. The Examiner's Amendment above cancels 
instant claim 185 because it fails to further limit claim 184. Because no outstanding 
rejections remain, the claimed invention is deemed allowable.
